To viik Editoh : -The conference of 
Methodist clergymen recently con- 
vened in tlii.s city have volunteered 
their condemnation of tlie.lcsuit order, 
and after passipg a preamble stating 
theif "conviction that the .Society of 
Jesus is an alien, sacred and politico- 
religious body, the existence of which is 
totally at variance with the constitution 
of a free state," proceed to resolve thai 
we "protest ugniiist and condemn the 
incorporation of the order known as the 
Society of Jesus by act of Lhelcgislutu.ro of 
Quebec untitled, 'An Act respecting 
the Jesuit Estate,' and WO unhesitat- 
ingly condemn the Fodoral government' 
for not disallowing the act, and we also 
condemn the iss members who voted 
against disallowance." 

Trusting that the Jesuits, the Quebec 
and Federal governments and the iss 
members will manage to survive this 
wholesale condemnation, lot us examine 
the ground on which the -Methodist, 
conference stands. 

In 'turning up the British Columbia 
statutes for J884 we find that the Meth- 
odist church in that year obtained an 
uei of incorporation. What would 
they have ha.l to say if the Jesuits ol 
far off Quebec had antagonized them 
selves against the Methodist incorpora- 
tion? Would not everyone here have 
denounced them as a lot of busybodies 
and intermcd tilers ° And what else 
have the Methodist clergymen shewn 
themselves to bo iu t his instance? Why 
can't they attend to their own con- 
cerns t 

After doing the very thing which they 
aeea.se the Jesuits of doing the conference 
go onto say that the intermeddling of the 
Jesuits with the functions of civil gov- 
ernment has necessitated their expulsion 
from every civilized country wherever 
they have found n foothold. 

Then? is nothing new in this calumny, 
although it is as mendacious as it has 
been oft repeated, and us many limes 
proved untrue. 'Tis tine that the 
Jesuits have been expelled from many 
countries. To give instances— from En- 
gland, when, during the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, 250 priests were executed 
after horrible tortures for the crime ol 
being popish priests, and t he Jesuits 
hound themselves by vow to go to En- 
gland and expose themselves to like tor- 
ture and death ill order to say mass and 
administer sacraments to those of the 
English who had remained faithful in 
their allegiance to the church; from 
Franco, when a conspiracy of I'.ourboii 
kings and their ministers was formed 
against the Jesuits because they were 
the ablest champions of Christianity 
and the liberty of e church, 
and the confessor of .ouis XV, 
had refused to give him tho 
sacraments, so Ion: t as he ijected his 
virtuous spouse i e I, ...... dsn, and

from Spain, because Jesuit theologians 
denied the divine right <■'. kings: ami 
from Massachusetts, v. In re by a law 
passed on May 26, 11547, itfiv Jesuit 
taken a second tune within the juris- 
diction was to ho put to death, from 
Japan they wen- ilrheu out, and a 
bloody persecution pioclaimed the 
Bonzes 01 pagan priests upon ! a. death 
of St. Francis Xavier, who hud c 1 1; 
ed whole provinces to the Christian 
faith, and hail with his own hands bap- 
tized over 2,000,000 souls. Thou- 
sands of martyrs perished there 
for the faith, ami 110 priest 
was ever allowed to enter Japan until 
the year I860. In Kill the Jesuit 
fathers established their first mission 111 
Canada and translated the Bible into 
the Huron dialect, but Fathers Lallo- 
mailt and Brebojuf died, martyrs to 
their zeal, under the faggot and toma- 
hawk of the Iroquois; and in 1700, 
under the plea of their suppression in 
Trance and Portugal, the flourishing 
parish and college which tho Jesuits 
had founded, situate in tin- centre of 
Quebec city, was seized and confiscated. 

The above form some of the leading 
instances of Jesuit expulsion mid perse- 
cution; other eases have also fieen occa- 
sioned by reason of 1 he determined 
stand which the Jesuits took against 
oppression and wrong, but not in any one 
instance for the misdoings of that order. 

And now we have the Methodist par- 
sons, who would perpetuate the dis- 
grace of the past, and not only deny to 
the disciples of St. Ignatius both civil 
and religious liberty, but drive them out 
und exterminate them. It was only a 
few weeks ago that a Congregational 
minister -the Rev. Dr. Wild, of To- 
ronto — openly from the pulpit expressed 
the belief that under the law oi Eng- 
land no one could be punished for kill- 
ing a Jesuit. Ami this in t he name of 
religion. How forcibly does the con- 
duct of the persecute is of the Jesuits 
bring to mind the words of the text: 
"Yea, the time comet h that whosoever 
killeth you will think that he docth 

(iod service. I'hi e things have I 

told you, that when the time shall come 
ye may remember thai I told you oi 
them." 

Why do these c!e! ymeil disseminate 
falsehoods about '.!.- most heroic and 
faithful missionarii tie' world ever 
saw? Did anyone I them ever know a 
Jesuit priest, or sp d: to one? Cunany 
of them relate one p.i >e in the history of 

the Jesuits? Is th ■ ason of their tra- 
ducing thorn on acco, it of the differ- 
ence between the lives of t he Jesuits 
and their own, and arc they afraid of 
tlie time when the hawking, trading 
missionary will be supplanted by the 
true soldier of the Cross who will not 
skin and devour the sheep, but. if reed-, 
be, will lay down hi. life for the Uock, 
the same as thousands of Jesuits have 
done already?
